THE MAEQUIS OF LORNE. 

A Outtlng Criticism from an Snsr- 
lisn Papor. 

[London World.] 
What would be promotion in some 
cases may be exile in others. The ap- 
l)ointment of the IMarquis of Ijorne to 
the G'ovcrnor-C!(>iicralsliip of Canada, 
and his departure to the seat of his 
new authority, can only be regarded as 
the crowning symbol of that ostracism 
from his order and his adopted kindred 
to wliich he has long submitted at lionic, 
but of which there were signs that he 
. was beginning to grow somewhat restive. 
Borntoimniense power and to high here- 
ditary honorsi the Queen'sson-in-law un- 
der,wenfc a, deliberate process of self-ef- 
facement by taking a position within 
the glare of that iiorce light by which 
only kings and princes are visible. 
Establishing himsedf on the dangerous 
interspace which separates subjects 
V . |from sovereignsj, he found that he could 
■ ' '•not become a personage among the for- 
mer, and that ho was a cipher in the 
company of the latter. Ey nature 
courteous, not tlovoid of ambition, and 
endowed with a feeble order of mental 
talents, he found himself imprisoned 
■ , on a bleak table-land of existence, with 
••" ^ no career on'wiiich to build hopes, no 
encouragement for the exercise of his 
intellectual powers, nothing to gratify 
or stimulate the Idndlior instincts of 
his dispo.sition. He had eclipsed the 
ancestral honors of iiis hoLLue by peril- 
js 3 iOim^pr.oximity, jjto a house in which he 
never Viis, nor coulcl be, at home. He 
wai'ian anomaly in society and with his 
V- political party. Ho was an intruder 
among princes and a mock-prince among 
• peers. ^On the one hand his jn-esence 
was resented; on the other it was sus- 
pected. Had he been of a resolute and 
indeppndent character, he would have 
taken up his own line, and have shown 
that the heir to a dukedom could be a 
political success even • though he had 
., . man-ied the daiiglitei' of a Queen. But 
Lord Lorne was not the man to with- 
stand tlie numbing, paralysing influence 
within whose sphere he had come. He 
•was a nonentity in the Hou.se of Com- 
mons 'as he was n nonentity out of it. 
He exercised his intellect upon the 
production of fifth-rate literary com- 
positions in. prose and verso, and in 
the'deliyerir of little lectures in High- 
AlaYuT towns. 'But all this time, as the 
event proved, there slumbered a strong 
ambition beneath a feeble will. Rc- 
cognizing the fact that his connection 
with the (Jourt was a fatal obstacle to 
^' ' his achiovenicnts as a politician, he re- 
solved at last to .see what could be done 
. ' ' by embracing the destiny, and adopt- 
ing the arts of a courtier.'- ' ^The family 
of his wife had tacitly enacted a decree 
. ., of partial batuslimont against their new 
v:.';- relative. Their ner,' relative now ])i-o- 
_''*"-Ceeded to banish himself from the party 
'_^f^hicliV;he was nominally a member 
;■ Inthe' House of Common.s, and of 
Kbf-.' which; his father is a diffident oracle in 
' the House of Lords. The Imperial Titles 
Bill was brought forward, and the 
Marrpii.s of Lorne voted with the Gov- 
ernment that had won the peculiar 
confidence of the Queen, his mother-in- 
law. The policy of the Government

of banishment ypt fuvtlior. Courtier- 



ship has at last securetl him ah amitr, 

but that he should have to go out from 
his own home and hi.s own kindred to 
lind it is the crucial proof of the reality 
of that sentence of exil« which he pro- 
nounced upon himself seven years ago. 
Yet he sallies forth with a light heart, 
and even with the elation of ignorance 
and bumptiou.sness. He leaves behind 
him in Argyleshire a reputation which 
even a sovereign's son-in-law can scarce- 
ly envy ; and ho has brought the pre- 
sent stage of his home political career 
to a close in the most injudicious and 
offensive speech that has been deliver- 
ed during the present recess. Into 
whatever blunders want of tact and an 
exaggerated self-sulliciency can lead a 
man, liOrd Lorne boldly ad^'anced at 
luverary. Ho neglected the laws of 
etiquette current on such occa.sions. He 
informed his constituents that he hoped 
his lienrer.s would look upon the period 
of his membership as equivalent to a 
protest against the degratling the<jry 
that a representative was a delegate — 
a taunt which had a peculiar signili- 
cance when addressed to an electorate 
whom Lord IjOrne had alienated by his 
votes on the Em])re.ss of Lulia Bill. 
That measure, he said, was lu'cessary 
because it was desirable to consolidate 
our Indian Empire, to improve the re- 
lations between Her Majesty and the 
native Indian princes, and to iutinuite 
to Russia that there was a point be- 
yond which her aggression nuist not go. 
What has happened ? The relations 
between the Government and the na- 
tive princes, with their independent 
armies, are about to be readjusted ; we 
are on the brink of a war with Afghan- 
istan ; Russia is our declared enemy in 
Central Asia and in India. And now 
Lord Lorne has made up his mind that 
Canada must bo governed according to 
the ideas of Argyleshire or the Court. 
He has therefore considered it desira- 
ble to approach the inhabitants of the 
Dominion with no prepossessions in 
favor of their prejudices or foibles, with 
an intellect that is, so far as all Cana- 
dian affairs and sentiments are cou- 
cerned, a complete Utbiila rasa. It is 
in the true spirit of the Inverary 
speech, it is exactly in accordance with 
the traditions of modest wisdom inher- 
ited from his retiring father, that Lord 
Lorne declined to uieet Lord Dullerin 
before crossing the Atlantic, and 
abruptly refused the courteous and con- 
siderate offer made by his gifted pre- 
decessor of counsel and monitions, 
which are the results of a long, varied, 
and successful exjierience. 

Thus is the experiment to ho tried 
of governing Canada by the ideas of 
the Clan Campbell and the presence of 
a Royal Princess. A less intrepidly 
adventurous Minister might be deterred 
from making such an attempt at such 
a time. The omens are unpropitious ; 
there is nothing that is not forbidding 
in the circumstances of the eflbrt. The 
advent to power of a Protectionist Gov- 
ernment in Canada cannot be without a 
tendency to result in the alienation of 
Canadian sentiment from free trading 
England, and a rapproc/ianeni to the 
Protectionist United States. That, we 
say, is the tendency. It nnght he ob- 
viated by a policy of experience and 
wi.sdom. The balance might be held 
evenly, the Imperial equilibrium secur- 
ed, by a Governor-General who had 
some more solid qualilications than in- 
ordinate conceit and the insolence en- 
gendered by high connections and slen- 
der abilities. It would be monstrous 
to ex])ect that Lord Lorne should prove 
a ready-made, heaven-born administra- 
tor of a dependency of which he has no 
antecedent knowledge. But it is not 
unreasonable to expect that he .should 
avoid the criminal folly of refusing to 
profit by the opportunity of conversing 
with the one man living who has that 
knowledge. The Princess Louise has, 
like the other daughters of the Queen, 
the amiability of her race. But she 
can at best be nothing more than the 
ornamental figurehead of an Imperial 
administration, the visil>le centre and 
rallying-])oint for an adniiral)le senti- 
ment. In England she has been a j)ri- 
vate lady of Royal descent. In Cana- 
da she will be exposed to incomparable 
difficulties, between the extreme of an 
almost .servile homage of the monarchi- 
cal princij)le, on the one hand, and an 
almo.st fanatical detestation of it on the 
other. A Protectionist Government 
in Canada must, under any circum- 
stances, tend to cement the commercial 
relations of the Dominion and the 
United States, and commerce is an in- 
tegral factor in Imperial jiolitics. i\or 
is it only the Republican feeling of the 
United States, brought into closer 
union with Canada by the policy of Sir 
John Macdonald's Government, that 
the new assertion of an Imperial mon- 
archy on the banks of the Ottawa may 
he expected to fail to conciliate. There 
is a strong Rejniblican leaven in Cana- 
da itself ; and it depends entirely on 
the personal influence of the Governor- 
General whether that shall be fused in 
the mass of loyal devotion to the Eng- 
lish Crown, to bo hardened into a stub- 
born, aggressive, irreconcilable force. 
Lord Duflcrin, by the assiduous exer- 
cise of social gracesandintellectualgifts, 
by investing himself with an air of win- 
ning popularity, by the costly enter- 
tainments of Government HousBj where 
political and even constitutional difler- 
ences-have been ignored, succeeded in 
keeping a dangerous factor in Canadian 
sentiment, in abeyance. Lord Lorne is 
without the adventitious aid to success 
which large priyate niewis^ qonstitute j 
while so far as it can lie' fountl in an 
inflated sense of hi.s own wisdom, in a 
nature at once weak and obstinate, and 
in an absolute and wilfully unenligiit- 
ened ignorance of his duties, lie will 
lack no single guarantee of failure. 



■will enable the Marquis of Lorne to sur- 
mount the difficulties in which a Pro- 
tectionist policy may involve Canada, 
not only with the American Union, 
but withvSritish Columbia as well It 
if not devotion to the English Crown 
which— should, 'what is a mere experi- 
ment, another manifestation of hybrid 
Imi)erialisin prove to bo a failure — 
will supply the place of a due forecast 
now, and a rational calculation of poss- 
ible events. Even so clever and self- 
satisfied a young man as the son of the 
author of the "Reign of Law" may 
prove unequal for his post. Where, 
then, will be the English Minister who 
will dare to suggest his supersession? 
The dithculty, always great, of with- 
drawing a colonial Governor, will be in- 
creased a thousandfold by the fact that 
he is a son-in-law of the Queen. How- 
ever incapable, the strong probability 
is that Lord Lorne, as the husband of 
Pi'inc()ss l..ouisf!, will be imiintaiued by 
the Homo Government in his place till 
it may be discovered, too late, that 
complications full of difficulty and dan- 
ger have been developed between Groat 
Britain, Canada, and the United States; 
and that the consequence of the mal- 
administration of the Transatlantic por- 
tion of the British Empire are begin- 
ning to react directly upon the British 
Crown.

Williams said ho had sot there 
and heard Coun. Todd signify his inten- 
tion of resigning both as member of tho 
Street Committee and as a member of the 
Council and he could not see why it had 
not been recorded. 

Tho Clerk said he had received no 
written coinniunieation or resolution rela- 
tive to tho matter. 

Coun. Todil explained that ho had ox- 
liresscil his intention of resigning last 
week because he believed a contract had 
been illegally awarded by a majority of 
tho Comicil, Since that time, however, 
he had been [lorsuadod to continue to oc- 
cupy his seat and lie now bogged to inti- 
mate that in tho interests of tho public he 
intended to do so. (Hear, hoar.) 

Coun. Williams said that the assertion 
of Coun. Todd that four Oounoillora liad 
committed an illegal act was incorrect. 
Tho Maym- had sot in that room when tho 
(piestii.'ii iif letting the contract canto up 
and (,'oiin. Todd had then assorted that 
lie could iifoduco a tender 50 per cent, 
less than the tenders sent in. He (Coun. 
\\'illiams) liitd gave Coun. Todd ainpio 
timo to ]irodiice that tender but he had 
never done so. He considered Coun. 
Todd's tissertion unwarrantable and would 
move that tho minutes be not conllrniod 
until t-'onn.

Last night the good folks of Slif^f- ' 
field wore treated to a novelty in sports ! 
in shape of the first foot-ball niiitch i 
ever played under the influence of tlie 
electric liglit. The late Jiour at which [ 
the game took place prevents us giving , 
more than a bare description of the j 
game, but a fow dtitails showing the rt;- j 
suit of tli(! proliininary trial of the 
light itself on Saturday will be found ! 
interesting. • A trial of the electric 
light 'was made at Bramall Lane j 
Ground on Saturday evening by jNIessr.s. , 
John Tasker & Sons, of Angel street. 
The nrrangements looked very formid- 
able. On tlio part where foot-ball 
matclies are usually played was fixed 
the neccHsaiy niachiiiory for generat- 
ing and distributing the new light over 
the field. At each end was an engine 
of eigiit horse noniinal power. Be- 
sides the engine were two batteries for 
generating electricity, which was trans- 
mitted to four "points" — two at each 
end — from which it was flashed acro.ss 
tho fioUl Tho "pointH" rosoinbltul 
semaphors, placed upon soniowliat uii- 
wialdy scaflblding. Tho moon looked 
coldly down uiKin the experiments; 
but tlio electric light .soon took the 
shine out of her, and under tlio bril- 
liant illumination obtained from the 
four point.s, "pale Lima," as the poets 
love to call her, looked palor than 
usual, Of tho strength of the light 
there can be no doubt; the difficulty 
scorned to be with its equal distribu- 
tion from all the four points. Before 
the lights were properly ndju.sted tho 
glare -was overpowering. No one 
could look tho light in the face, and 
just in proportion to tlio inteii.sity of 
the illumination was the density of 
the shadow at the side.s. After a timo, 
however, tho points vrero raisod, the 
the current thrown acrass the ground 1 
evenly and the odect was a soft, luel- | 
low light, which was pleasing and not | 
oppressive.

Eyory one Boomed highly satisfied with 
tho undertaking, and to give an idea of 
tlio power of light we may say that it 
was equal to 8,000 standing candles.

San FitA.vcisco, Nov. 11.— W. W. 
Jleldruni, assistant foremiin of the 
Chronicle, shot himself this evening in 
the composing room of that paper. 
He Ijorrowed a ])istol from one of tho 
compositors, sttqiped into a corner of 
tho room and fired, the ball entering 
his body near the stsimich. As he fell 
sevoriil of those in the oflico ran to 
him; when he attem]itnd to repeat the 
shot, .saying the pistol was no good or 
it would have killed him, but the at- 
tempt was fustrated by* his friends. 
He was (tdvon to the French hospital, 
and at last accounts was bleeding in- 
ternally, with no prospect of recovery, 
ileldrum's wife died .some time ago, 
since Mdien ho had been in depressed 
spirits, which is tho only known cause 
for his act. 

San Josk, Nov. 11. — One of the 
most deplorable shooting affairs that 
ever occurred in this vicinity took place 
shortl)' after 7 o'clock last evening at 
Col. Younger's ranch, about a mile 
north of this city, between two boys, 
each about 15 years of age — Elton 
ifoody and Harry Younger, The first 
nnined is a son of Charles Moody of 
Moody's fiour mills in this city; the 
latter tlie youngest sou of Col. Younger. 
Tho Mooily boy had gone to tlie ranch 
to shoot ducks by iiinoiiliglit, and there 
met Harry Younger hunting. Younger 
ordered Moody oft' the premises and hot 
words ensued. Younger attempted to 
rai.se his gun when bloody discharged 
his woapon, The load entered Younger's 
breast. The iMoody boy gave himself 
up immediately after the shooting and 
is now in the county jail. The affair 
has tlirown a gloom over the entire com- 
munity in which tho lad.s are known. 
The wounded boy died this evening at 
G o'clock. 

EASTERN STATEa 
New YoiiK, Nov. 10. — A searching 

examination was made to-day of the 
vaults ill St. Mark's graveyard, and 
tho police to-day found traces of decoin- 
posoil flesh oil the iron fence which 
bounds tho I'enth street side of tho 
churchyard, and marks of the bag 
which had probably contained the body, 
were found near the fence. This dis- 
covery, it is claimed, proves that the 
body was taken from th(! churchyard. 
The police believe they have discovered 
the way taken by the thieves to get out 
of the cemetery. It is through the 
balcony of 1 29 East Tenth street, a 
house occupied by Miss NoM-ton as a 
boarding house, whither they dragged 
the body. From some suspicious cir- 
cumstances, it seems (juite probable that 
the body v.-as taken into New Jersey at 
about 2 o'clock Tluirs.Iay night. The 
police have .some other clews as to the 
identity of tho robber, and are now 
after him.
